NEWPORT, R. I., July 7.—Since 
1736 Newport’s historic Courthouse 
has squatted here in the center of 
the town, observing composedly the 
strange and variegated happenings 
of nearly two centuries, yet what it 
Saw yesterday must have caused 
even that venerable and sophisti- 
cated building to blink its ancient 
eyes. 

It saw Mrs. Milton J. Budlong, 
52 years old, unskilled in law save 
for scraps picked up in three years 
of litigation that have cost her 
home, most of her friends, and the 
custody of her children, dismiss 
her lawyers, take charge of her 
own defense against an action for 
divorce, and begin by putting her 
husband through a lively cross- 
examination that revealed pitilessly 
his unflattering estimate of her 
own shortcomings.

Budlong took the stand prepared 
to submit to further cross-examin- 
ation by Cornelius ©.

Men Who Quit Work Claim 
Support From Employes of 
Elevated System.

NEW YORK, July 7.—The sec- 


ond day of the subway strikers 
opened with the strikers claiming 
support of the motormen and 
cewitchmen on the elevated lines. 
Sixty elevated employes were sald 
to have joined the walkout during 
the night. 

James Il. Quackenbush, counsel, 
said the company had a total of 
749 competent motormen and 
switchmen te operate the subways, | 
compared with the 736 who operate 
it in Nonmal times. He said that 
109 of these men were returned 


strikers. 

The strikers were informed that 
an attempt would be made to call 
out power house employes. 

Policemen were on every subway 
station platform today, and an offi- 
cer carrying a riot stick rode in| 
the first car of every train. There 
was no disorder the first day. About 
six arrests were made. 

Theaters found their ticket sales 
reduced 10 to 20 per cent. 

The first day of the strike saw 
the number of trains and the speed 
cut in half. Hundreds of busses 
in places saved residents long 
walks. Busses and private cars 
caused heavy congestion in some 
streets. 

More than 3,000,000 persons 
have found their trips to and from 
business lengthened by anything 
from 15 minutes to an hour be- 
cause of the strike. One subway 
in downtown Manhattan and 
Brooklyn is not affected. All sur- 
face lines are operating as usual.

NEW YORK, July 7.—Mrs. 
Grace A. Fendler is entitled to all 
the profits on the play, “The Bird 
of Paradise,’’ which was first pre- 
sented 14 years ago and to the en- 
tire property rights of the © play, 
under a decision yesterday of the 
Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court, affirming the finding of the 
lower court against Richard Wal- 
ton Tully, playwright, and Oliver 
Morosco, producer, who are found 
to have plagiarized the play from 
Mrs. Fendler’s manuscript, “In Ha- 
wali.” The earnings of the play 
are estimated at $2,000,000. 

Mrs. Fendler, in 1910, submitted 
to Morosco in Los Angeles the man- 
uscript of her Hawaiian play. In 
1912, when ‘‘The Bird of Paradise” 
was presented in New York, she 
went to see it and recognized it as 
having been constructed from her 
play. She concluded that Morosco 
had shown her manuscript to Tul- 
who worked it over into “The 
Bird of Paradise.”’ 

The play was a success and had 
an exceptionally long run in New 
York, and established Tully as a 
playwright and Morosco as a pro- 
ducer. 

Mrs. Fendler went to Judge 
Mayer of the. United States Dis- 
trict Court and told him about it. 
He could not see his way clear to 
stop the play, but advised her to 
assemble proofs and bring suit. 
She could not afford to begin ac- 
tion but she would lose nothing 
by waiting. She returned to Calli- 
fornia and prepared her case and 
saved enough money fo begin the 


fight. Then she filed suit. The 
case was tried in May, 1924, and 
occupied two weeks. The _  evi- 


dence made it clear that the sim- 
llarities could not be accounted 
for by coincidence. The opposing 
lawyers were agreed as to that. 
Either Tully had used Mrs. Fen- 
dler’s ideas in writing his play or 
Mrs. Fendler had fabricated Aner 
claim after seeing Tully's play. 

The one weak point in Mrs. 
Fendler’s proof was that she did 
not have the original manuscript 
of her play. She had submitted 
that to Morosco. The manuscript 
that she offered in court had 
been reconstructed. The Judge, 
however, decided that she had the 
best of the argument and gave 
judgment for her. 

The playwright and producer ap- 
pealed and now the higher court 
has affirmed the judgment.

ROME, July 7.—Much satisfac- 
tion ts felt by the 500,000 state em- 
ployes at the Government's move to 
hold down prices by opening spe- 
cial stores for them, where maca- 
roni, rice, raw coffee, sugar, olive 
oil, tomato paste and soap will be 
sold at cost. This means a cut of 
at least 50 per cent from family 
bills for these articles. 

Nine of these ccntral stores will 
be opened in Rome Saturday. 
‘Others will be opened in large 
cities as soon as possible. 

The Government hopes that 
large employers of labor will fol- 
low its example. The Pope started 
a store for his employes some time 
ago. It is within the Apostolic 
grounds and operates on a co-oper- 
ative system. His Holiness is in- 
creasing salaries of his workers 
from 25 to 40 per cent also. 


EARTHQUAKE IN AUSTRIA 
CAUSES HEAVY DAMAGE 


Inhabitants of Muerzzuschlaz Ter- 
rorized; Floods Continue in North- 
ern Part of Country. 

By the Associated Press. 
VIENNA, Austria, July 7.—An 


earthquake today shook S&Styria, 
Lower Austria, and caused heav7 
damage in the town of Muerzzu- 


schlaz, fear Mount Semmering. I-e- 
peated shocks caused terror among 
the population, but there was no 
loss of life. 

The rathaus, school, brewery and 
courthouse were considerably 
damaged, and hardly a building in 
tht town remained untouched. 

Advices from Upper Austria tell 
of continued flood damage, with 
some loss of life. The Rivers Feoi- 
stritz and Sarming, near Waldhan- 
sen and Frankenburg, arc over 
their banks. Numerous bridges and 
roads have been destroyed and 
large areas of agricultural land are 
covered. 

Several persons were drowned at 
Gleinskand and Urfahr, near Linz. 
A workman was electrocuted when 
he switched on an electric ti¢ht 
while standing in the water... A 
young girl was drowned while at-

NEW YORK, July 7.—The U. 8. 
sumbarine 8-651 went aground to- 
day on Rerly reef rock between 
the Williamsburg bridge and the 
Queensboro bride in the East 
River while being towed to the 
navy yard here. 

The S-51 was being towed in 
tandem by- the tugs Iuka and Sag- 
amore. A civilian pilot, who had 
joined the escort during the nighi, 
was in charge of guiding tho 
flotilla to the navy yard. <A sec- 
ond civilian pilot was on the Fal- 
con, lead ship of the convoy. 

Although the navy had orderet 
river traffic to be turned aside to 
permit a free lane for the raised 
submarine and its convoy thers 
had apparently been some hitch in 
the orders because the usual heavy 
traffic was steaming up and down 
the river when the accident hap 
pened. The rock where the sub- 
marine went aground is off Thirty- 
eighth street, south of Welfare 
Island. 

Had Passed Dangerous Point. 

The most dangerous part of the 
150-mile trip to the navy yard from 
the place where the submarine was 
rdised after nine months’ submer- 
sion following its collision last 
September with the steamer City

E. J. King and IAeutenant-Com- 
mander Edward Elisberg, for their 
skill, and had declared that the 
navy would be proud to have such 
a feat to its credit. The Admiral 
then went ashore. 

Officers said that a misaing buoy 
and the misguidance of the civilian 
pilots were the cause of the 
grounding. 

At the time of the grounding the 
tide was at flood. Offtcers said 
the average depth of the course 
being followed at the time was 31 
feet. The submarine, as towed, 
had a draft of 35 feet.

-mate, approximately $195,000. Vare 
was nominated for the Senate and 
John F. Fisher, the Pepper-Mellon 
candidate, for the governorship. 


Action on O’Connor’s Testimony. 


Acting Chairman King  4an- 
nounced at the close of the session 
today that the committee would 
send to the United States Attorney 
for the District of Columbia today 
a certified copy of the testimony 
of Judge Francis X. O'Connor, 
Senator Pepper and of the three 
Philadelphia newspaper men re- 
garding O'Connor's statement that 
he had been offered $150,000 by 
the Vare organization to withdraw 
his candidacy for Congress and 
support Representative Vare. 

On the witness stand,, O’Connor 
denied he had ever told the news- 
paper men or Senator Pepper he 
received such an offer. They swore 
that he had made such a state- 
ment before and after the primary. 

King also announced that a sub- 
pena had been issued for Thomas 
W. Cunningham of Philacelphia, 
the “angel” “of Representative 
Vare’s eastern Pennsylvania or- 
ganization. It was testified that 
Cunningham had contributed $50,- 
000 to the Philadelphia Repre- 
sentative’s campaign. 

The only witness before the 
committee today was Representa- 
tive John M. Morin of Pittsburg, 
who manageu Vare’s campaign in 
the 17 western Pennsylvania coun- 
ties, including Allegheny County in 
which is Pittsburg. 

Morin was considered an _ im- 
portant prospective witness during 
the early sessions of the commit- 
tee but was not present the many 
times his name was called. Yes- 
terday Senator King instructed the 
Senate sergeant-at-arms to bring 
him before the committee, even if 
he had to go to Pittsburg or At- 
lantic City to serve him with a 
subpena. 

When Morin appeared this morn- 
ing. an hour after the time sched- 
uled for the meeting, he was al- 
lowed to make an explanation for 
the record. He stated that he had 
been in the committee room several 
times but had been called away by 
personal and public business. He 
declared that he had never re- 
ceived a formal. notice to appear 
and had never tried to evade testi- 
fying. His explanation was ac- 
cepted by King. 

Had Charge of Cash Box. 

‘Short, heavy set and blond, the 
Pittsburg Congressman, chairman 
of the House Military Affairs Com- 
mittee, at first denied that he had 
had anything to do with the cam- 
paign beyond selecting “key men” 
for Vare in each of the 17 western 
counties. King finally elicited from 
him the fact that he had had sole 
charge of the mysterioug cash box 
at the William Penn Motel in Pitts- 
burg. which, according to the 
Pittsburg treasurer, Ed Kenna. 
contained as high as $70,000 in 
cash at one time. 

Morin declared that this box 
had never had more than $40,000 
in it. ThRile money, he said, he re- 
ceived from Vare's state treasurer, 
Thomas W. Watson Sr. and Kenna. 
Watson, he explained, gave him 


and he gave it out in cash, usually 
in $3000 and $5000 lots, he said, 
adding that Edward Martin, secre- 
tary of the Allegheny County Com- 
mittee, must have been confused 
when he testified that he had re- 
received $20,000 from him at one 
time, 
Made No Accounting. 

In response to a question, Morin 
said that he had not made any ac- 
counting for the sums he handled 
during the campaign as he consid- 
ered himself a mere custodian for 
the funds. 

This money, he said, had come to 
him in bills of denominations of 
$5, $10, $100 and $1000. He de- 
nied he had personally contributed 
any money to the Vare committee 
and had not solicited, collected or 
received any from any source other 
than from Watson and Kenna. 
When asked why the money was 
not handled by cneck he replied 
that he didn’t know. 

Morin gave an interesting side- 
light on the’ famous “bread-and- 
butter” speech of Mayor Kline of 
Pittsburg, a Pepper-Fisher support- 
er, when he admitted that he had 
had a secret conference with Gov. 
Pinchot and Maj. C. C. McGovern, 
Pinchot’s Pittsburg campaign man-

Gen. Thomas was a power in 
banking circles when Edward came 
of age. The father had it in mind 
to make the boy’s life work that of 
a financier and to this end Edward 
before he was 30, became president 
of the Seventh National Bank and 
the youngest bank president in this 
country. The panic of 1907 over- 
whelmed the young man. It was 
said at the time that his personal 
fortune of $10,000,000 was largely 
used in making an honorable ac- 
counting of his losses. 

Recoups Fortune. 

Undiscouraged, he set to work 
as a broker and soon was recouping 
his fortune. 

His marriage to Miss Linda Lee, 
a Kentucky beauty, strengthened 
his social position, and the birth to 
them of a son seemed to complete 
his happiness. But Mrs. Thomas 
obtained a divorce in Lexington in 
July 1912, and a few month later 
Thomas married Miss Elizabeth 
Rebecca Finley, an artist. 

The first Mrs. Thomas named 
Teddy Gerard, a dancer, in her di- 
vorce action. 

Thomas was secretly divorced 
from his second wife at Palm 
Beach, Fla., in 1924 and in October 
of that year married Miss Lucy Cot- 
ton, an actress, formerly of Hous- 
ton. Tex. The marriage took place 
in Paris. 

The Thomases had a town home 
on Park avenue where Mr. Thomas 
became suddenly ill three days ago. 
He was taken to the sanitarium 
where he died. 

Race Horse Owner. 

Mr. Thomas was devoted to rac- 
ing and at one time had an exten- 
sive stable. His colors, “gray, 
magenta cap,” were made famous 
by Hermis and Lady Amelia. The 
little red horse, as Hermis was lov- 
ingly called by thousands of race- 
goers, ranked among the greatesi 
and best of his day. He won the 
Brighton cup at two miles and a 
quarter as a four-year-old, in 1903, 
beating Major Daingerfield among 
others. The following year he 
took up 127 pounds in the Subur- 
ban Handicap, and ran the mile 
and a quarter in 2:05, beating 
such horses as The Picket and 
Irish Lad.

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sent him to St. Louis to start in 
the World’s Fair Handicap in 
which he was beaten by Otto Sti- 
fel’'s lightweighted Colonial Girl.

Dillon was a 
foot shorter, had dark hair and a 
mustache. They were inmates of 
the same dormitory, became ill to- 
gether Wednesday and were moved 
together that day to the hospital 
ward, where they died.

RS] MAKES NCAT 
FIT OVER MISSOUR 


Dirigible Prom 
Scott Field Travels 330 
Miles in 10 Hours. 


The RS-1, largest semirigid dir- 
igible in the world, today co:nplet- 
ed a 330-mile night flight over Mis- 
sourl, the first frip it has mad> 
out of Illinois since it was put in 
commission in January. 

Returning, the ship was flown 
over St. Louls at 3 oclock this 
mornfng, arousing many from thei> 
beds wih the noise of its exhausts. 
It was ianded at Scott Field at 
4:30 a. m., 10 hours and 26 min- 
utes after it had taken off. 

Lieut-Col. John A. Paegow, 
commandant of Scott Field ana 
senior officer on the flight. said to- 
day that it had been made to -test 
the ship's behavior over the Mis- 
souri hills. The trip was made due 
westward. 

Heading from Scott Field the 
ship passed over southern St. Louly 
County just before sunset and gen- 
erally followed a straight line alonz 
the Missouri Pacific Railroad. It 
at Tipton, 165 
miles west of Scott Field, flying 
down the Meramec Valley on its re- 
turn trip. Lieut. Orville A. Ander- 
son, skipper of the craft,. was in 
charge of the controls. 

An average altitude of 1000 feet 
was maintained and the ship wa.« 
kept cruising at an air rpeed of 43 
miles an hour.

It states that the pres- 
ent outlet as provided in the city 
Plans would overload the main city 
sewer, giving rise to unsanitary 
conditions and does not take into 
consideration the growth of the 
district.

The robber ordered Landers into 
the vauit.

The robber 
shot twice and Landers stumbled 
out oa rear door of the building 
onto the ground. 

Without making any attempt to 
obtain mcney, the Intruder backed 
to the front door, hurried to a 
ford touring car without leensde 
plates and escaped with a waiting 
confederate on a road leading cast 
from Dadeville. 

Telephone lines had been cut and 
it was some time before officers 
were notified, 

Sheriffa Kk. H. Hampton, of Dade 
County, and M. R. Winton. of Polk 
County early this morning were 
leading posses in search of the 
robbers, who were last seen near 
KMudera, 30 miles northwest of 
Springfield. 

Janders, who is survived by his 
widow, one son, Herbert, of Cane 
Hill, and a daughter, Mre. Bernice 
Halley of Sand Springs, Ok., had 
been in the banking business in 
Dadeville more than 860 years, and 
was well known throughout South- 
west Missouri.

runner of considerable extension of 
the “podesta”’ system, which al- 
ready has been installed in four- 
fifths of the communes. By this 


system communal administrations 


have been abolished and have been 
replaced by an individual pw&blic 
official directly responsible to 
Rome. 

The object of the suspension of 
elections is to concentrate every 
bit of national energy for the 
struggle to improve Italy’s econom- 
ic situation.

THE TARIFF ROBBERY. 

In his opening speech Representative Hawes made 
a comprehensive statement—so comprehensive that it 
was humorous—of the condition of the farmer under 
the existing tariff law. Mr. Hawes mentioned prac 
tically everything the farmer has to buy for his own 
use as a tariff-taxed commodity. The tariff heavily 
increases the price of everything he purchases.- Water, 
air and sunshine are about the only exceptions. They 
stand practically alone on the free list. 

As Mr. Hawes remarked, however, the farmer 
“buys in a highly protected market. He sells in a 
world market without protection.” The purchasing 
power of the farmer’s dollar is decreased at least one- 
half. 

Mr. Hawes need not have limited the application of 
his argument to the farmer alone. He says industry 
is organized, labor is organized, and through organ- 
ization are enabled to force high prices for what 
they sell. Nevertheless, each individual in the or- 
ganization suffers from high protection.

|\Taken Prisoners by Russians in 

War, They Refuse to Return 
to Fatherland.

BERLIN, July 7.—More than 
200 former German army officers 
and men, taken prisoners by the 
Russians during the war and ex- 
iled to Siberia, like the frozen 
‘wastes so well that they refuse to 
come back. 

This is disclosed in a statement 
of the German Government which 
denied reports that the Soviet Re- 
public was detaining the Germans 
in Siberia against their will 

Since 1923, the statement con- 
tinues, the Government has offered 
each exile free transportation back 
home. In three years only 50 
have taken advantage of the offer; 
while 216 have refused. Some of 
them have become Russian citi- 
zens.
